ii  more  touching  than  the  homage  paid  to  beauty  by 
those  who  have  it  not.  Women  of  genius  are  the 
first  to  lay  the  crown  of  womanhood  on  the  head  of 
the  most  beautiful.  Beauty  is  not  a  matter  of  youth, 
for  women  well  up  in  the  thirties  Can  well  dispute  the 
palm  with  a  girl  of  seventeen.  It  is  a  woman’s 
privilege  to  be  beautiful.

Complexion  Blemishes. 

ACNE. 

SYMPTOMS — Acne  is  an  inflamatory  affection 
of  the  Sebaceous  Follicles  (The  Pores)  of  the  fore-  | 
head,  cheeks,  nose  and  sometimes  the  shoulders  and 
neck.  The  characteristic  features  are  pimples,  flesh 
worms  and  hard  white  tubercles.  The  majority  of 
adults  have  or  have  had  some  form  of  Acne  on  the 
face,  hack  or  shoulders.

I  ones  before  the  old  ones  disappear.  Month  after  month 
the  skin  becomes  more  and  more  thickened  until  the 
disease  beeomes  chronic,  and  dishguring;  deep  pits  j 
are  often  caused  by  these  pustules,  which  mars  the 
j  complexion  for  life.  It  is  frequently  complicated 
with  an  oily,  greasy  condition  of  the  skin,  especially 
of  the  nose.  It  affects  both  sexes.  There  is  no 
skin  disease  which  proves  a  greater  advantage  of

Is  commonly  observed  on  the  forehead, 
nose  and  cheeks.  The  pores  of  the  nose,  numerous 
and  naturally  large,  in  this  affection,  numbers  of 
white  thread-like  plugs  of  sebum  an  eighth  of  an  ! 
inch  or  more  in  length,  exude  upon  pressure.  These 
black  heads  affect  both  sexes,  and  are  exceedingly 
annoying  to  a  refined,  sensitive  person.  They  are  I 
unsightly  and  are  associated  with  the  idea  of  un¬ 
cleanliness. 


LIVER  SPOTS. 

LIVER  SPOTS  are  dark  brownish,  dirty  muddy 
looking  spots  on  the  forehead,  extending  in  many 
cases  to  the  margin  of  the  hair;  is  also  seen  on  the  j 
upper  part  of  the  cheeks,  and  often  on  the  back  of  the  | 
I  hands  (resembling  large  freckles.)  Liver  spots  are  j 
nearly  always  associated  with  a  general  sallowness  of 
1  the  face.  A  peculiar  form  of  this  affection  appears 
on  the  neck.

In  oriental  coun- 
i  tries  this  is  indeed  considered  one  of  the  most  dis¬ 
tinguishing  marks  of  beauty,  and  a  lady’s  eyelashes 
are  considered  to  be  w  orthless  if  not  long  and  droop- 

I  *ng-

The  young  lady  whose  hair 
grows  to  her  waist  thick  as  one’s  wrist,  when  tightly 
bound  possesses  a  dowry  (provided  by  nature)  which 
will  have  no  little  influence  in  the  incidents  of  her 
life.  A  beautiful  suit  of  hair  is  the  pride  of  man  and 
the  glory  of  woman  ;  and  every  one  who  has  the  least 
regard  for  their  personal  appearance  should  pay  the  j 
strictest  attention  to  its  care,  management,  cultivation 
and  treatment,  so  as  to  preserve  its  luxuriance, 
vitality  and  color  until  late  in  life.  Nature  has  sup¬ 
plied  all  man  and  womankind  wdth  a  greater  or  less 
abundance  of  hair,  and  by  proper  care  and  treatment 
it  should  retain  its  vigor  until  the  age  of  60  or  longer.

and  impure  oils. 

Physicians  have  neglected  this  branch  of  the  pro¬ 
fession  because  they  are  engaged  in  the  more  import¬ 
ant  events  of  life  and  death,  and  the  public  have 
fallen  into  the  habit  of  consulting  the  barber  and 
hair  dresser  about  the  hair  and  scalp.  The  hair  is 
just  as  susceptible  to  proper  treatment  and  yields  as 
readily  to  the  beneficial  effects  of  scientific  and 
properly  administered  remedies  as  chills  and  fever 
will  yield  to  Quinia.  No  class  of  diseases  require 
more  judicious  treatment  nor  more  careful  manage¬ 
ment  than  the  hair,  and  it  is  surprising  what  results 
can  be  produced  in  seemingly  hopeless  cases.

I  lie  process  of  lo>s  of  hair  may  take  place  either 
rapidly  in  the  course  of  weeks  or  months,  or  as  is 
generally  the  case  the  loss  is  slow  and  gradual 
;  j  through  a  period  of  years.  The  hairs  may  commence 
j  ]  to  come  out  at  any  period  after  puberty,  although  j 
j  baldness  does  not  ordinarily  begin  to  manifest  itself 
j  until  the  age  of  25  or  30  years.

There 
may  be  an  appearance  of  fine  down,  which  proves 
J  that  the  hair  follicles  still  exists,  and  can  be  made  to 
j  produce  healthy  hair  again  by  proper  treatment, 
i  The  prevalence  of  premature  baldness  among  the 
;  young  men  and  women  of  the  present  day  is  really 
surprising.  Baldness  is  designated  by  the  parts  of 
the  scalp  affected.  Thus  we  have  Crown,  Frontal, 
Part  and  Temple  Baldness.  The  last  two  are  so 
much  dreaded  by  ladies. 


CROWN  BALDNESS, 

This  is  the  most  frequent  form  of  baldness,  and 
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acquires  the  name  from  the  top  centre  or  crown  being 
denuded  of  hair;  is  the  most  annoying  and  ludicrous  j 
of  all  forms  of  baldness. 

FRONTAL  BALDNESS. 

This  is  loss  o'  hair  above  the  forehead,  presents 
the  appearance  of  the  forehead  extending  to  the 
crown.  This  form  of  baldness  adds  greatly  to  any 
one’s  age,  is  peculiarly  annoying  to  ladies  as  well  as 
gentlemen. 

PART  AND  TEMPLE  BALDNESS 

affects  ladies  more  frequently  than  gentlemen.  The 
hair  grows  thin  over  the  temples  and  where  the  hair 
is  parted.  Sometimes  the  part  gets  nearly  half  an 
inch  in  width. 

The  prevalence  of  baldness  among  both  sexes  in 
Washington  is  really  surprising,  nearly  every  third 
gentleman  being  at  least  partly  bald.  With  its  other 
prominent  features  Washington  is  truly  becoming  a 
city  of  baldness.  Any  one  who  will  be  observing 
will  be  surprised  to  see  the  number  of  young  men 
who  are  quite  youthful  who  are  almost  bald.  Ladies 
are  also  greatly  subject  to  loss  of  hair  and  baldness, 
but  thanks  to  the  art  of  the  hair-dresser,  by  the  sub. 
stitution  of  artificial  tresses,  they  are  able  to  disguise 
the  fact. 

SPOT  BALDNESS. 

This  is  a  peculiar  hair  disease  in  which  there  is 


paralysis  of  the  hair  producing  power.  The  hair 
comes  out  in  spots,  the  bald  patches  run  together  j 
until  the  entire  scalp  is  almost  or  completely  de-  j 
nuded  of  hair — finally  in  many  cases  the  eyebrows,  j. 
eyelashes,  the  beard  and  the  hair  of  the  entire  body  j 
falls  out. 

BALDNESS  ASSOCIATED  WITH  SCALINESS  ! 
IS  CONTAGIOUS. 

That  form  of  baldness  associated  with  scaliness,  j 
I  O.  Lassar  says  is  communicated  from  one  person  to 
another.  When  the  hairs  which  fall  off  in  such  cases  | 
are  collected,  rubbed  up  with  vaseline,  and  the  oint¬ 
ment  so  made  is  rubbed  among  the  fur  of  rabbits  or  j  j 
white  mice,  baldness  rapidly  makes  itself  visible  on  j 
the  parts  so  treated.  That  this  is  not  due  to  the 
vaseline  was  shown  by  anointing  other  animals  with 
the  vaseline  alone,  which  produced  no  effect  what¬ 
ever.  lie  considers  that  the  disease  is  spread  by 
hairdressers, who  employ  combs  and  brushes  upon  their 
customers’ scalps,  one  after  another,  without  any  regu¬ 
lar  cleansing  to  these  articles  after  each  time  they  are 
used.  During  frequent  vi-its  to  the  hairdressers  it 
j  can  scarcely  fail  that  brushes  are  used  which  have  been 
!  shortly  before  used  in  dressing  the  hair  of  one  affected 
with  so  common  a  complaint  as  scaly  baldness.  Fe¬ 
males,  he  thinks  are  less  often  affected  with  this  form 
of  baldness,  because  the  hairdresser  more  frequently 
attends  to  them  at  their  own  homes,  and  there  uses 
their  combs  and  brushes.

The  skin  is  a  large  secreting  surface,  containing  mil¬ 
lions  of  pores,  sweat  and  oil  glands,  and  through 
lymphatic  and  capillary  vessels  is  intimately  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the.  internal  and  vita!  system.  We 
breathe  and  absorb  pure  air  and  absorb  poisons 
through  the  skin  the  same  as  we  inhale  the  air  by  the 
lungs.  The  skin  is  subject  to  certain  diseases,  which 
are  hereditary  or  acquired,  some  are  caused  by  animal, 
vegetable,  mineral  or  medicinal  poison.  Some  are 
caused  by  derangement  of  the  stomach,  liver,  kidneys 
or  the  nervous  system.  Many  are  due  to  the  rheu¬ 
matic  gout  or  neuralgic  tendency.  Skin  diseases  i 
are  often  the  result  of  fevers  or  prostrating  illness, 
besides  the  Cutaneous  lesions  described  under  the 
j^ead  of  Complexion  Blemishes.  There  are  numerous 
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skin  diseases,  the  most  frequent  of  which  will  he 
described  under  the  head  of 

SYMPTOMS  OF  SKIN  DISEASES. 

ECZKM  A-  TETTER . 

Eczema  is  an  inflammatory  non-contagious,  acute 
or  chronic  skin  disease;  may  last  a  few  weeks,  or 
months,  or  may  occur  at  certain  intervals  for  a  life 
time  ;  is  generally  termed  a  cold  weather  skin  disease, 
is  always  worst  during  cold  weather;  is  character-  | 
ized  at  its  commencement  by  tenderness,  redness,  heal  j 
itching,  pimples,  blisters,  pustules  or  a  combination  I 
of  all  the  symptoms,  accompanied  by  more  or  less  ; 
infiltration  and  ends  in  either  a  watery,  weeping  dis¬ 
charge,  and  the  formation  of  moist  yellow  crusts,  or 
dry  white  scales,  the  skin  especially  at  the  bend  of 
the  joints  is  dry,  cracked,  fissured,  painful  and  sore. 

In  one  .case  Eczema  begins  as  follows:  The  skin 
becomes  tender,  inflamed,  red,  itchy  and  painful, 
later,  perhaps,  it  developes  into  a  moist  excorated 
patch,  terminating  in  a  thickened,  dry,  scaly  surface. 

In  another  case  it  will  break  out  in  the  form  of 
blisters  or  yellow  pustules  upon  a  red,  inflamed  sur¬ 
face.  The  blisters  burst  and  the  results  are  a  red  weep¬ 
ing,  surface  exuding  a  liquid  gummy  discharge 
which  quickly  dries  into  crusts.  Eczema  affects  all 
classes  and  all  ages,  rich  and  poor  and  from  infancy  1 
to  old  age.  The  various  forms  of  Eczema  according 
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to  the  parts  affected  are  Eczema  Capitis  (the  scalp), 
Aurum  (the  ear),  Barbae  (the  beard),  Eczema  Pal¬ 
pebrarum  (the  eyelids),  Eczema  Faci,  EczemaLabia, 
(the  lips)  Eczema  intertrigo  (the  joints),  Eczema 
Crurum  (the  legs),  Palmar  Eczema  (the  palms  of  the 
hands),  Eczema  Unguin  (the  nails).  Besides  these 
there  are  Infantile  Eczema.  Bankers’,  bakers’,  drug¬ 
gists’,  washerwomans’,  bricklayers’,  bartenders’,  Ec¬ 
zema  or  Tetter  of  the  hands  and  arms. 

Eczema  is  the  most  frequent  of  all  skin  diseases  j 
and  in  some  cases  causes  the  most  intolerable  itching  j 
heat  and  pain. 

WHITE  ITCHY  AND  SCALY  SCALP  TETTER. 

SYMPTOMS. — The  scalp  gets  tender,  itchy  and 
thin,  fine  white  scales  form,  which  form  again  fast  as 
removed,  is  an  exceedingly  annoying  scalp  affection 
as  the  least  movement  covers  the  shoulders  with  a 
shower  of  scales,  and  if  neglected  will  ruin  the  finest 
suit  of  hair.

There  is  always  more  | 
j  or  less  heat,  inflamation,  blisters  and  swelling,  the  jj 
pa’ms  become  excoriated,  calloused  and  cracked,  jj 
aTeels  bankers,  bakers,  housewives,  washerwomen,  Jj 
bricklayers,  bartenders,  druggists,  and  any  one  who 
are  obliged  to  have  their  hands  in  the  water  a  great  j 
1  deal. 

Prurigo  (Intense  Itching) — Begins  at  night  as  soon

i  caused  by  scratching;  is  worst  from  the  waist  to  the 
i  ankles;  is  a  cold  weather  skin  disease.  When  a  ) 
paroxysm  of  the  itching  comes  on  you  feel  that  you 
must  scratch  or  go  wild,  affects  people  after  middle 
|  life.

Marks,  Enlarged  Veins  of  the  Nose.  The  above  all 
[  rashes,  blood  and  skin  diseases,  cutaneous  discolora-  | 


tions  and  deformiies  yield  to  true  Dermatological  j 
skill.

COMPLEXION  AND  SKIN  DEFORMITIES.

CASES  REPORTED  FROM  DR  VAN  DYCK,  OF  PATIENTS 
PRIVATE  RECORD. 

In  the  following  report  of  casts  I  publish  those 
which  best  illustrate  the  different  classes  of  Skin,  Com¬ 
plexion  and  Hair  Blemishes.

;  number  of  eminent  family  Physicians  but  you  are  the 
first  one  that  I  consulted  that  makes  a  specialty  of 
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1 1  treating  the  skin.  Some  pronounced  it  Nasil  Ery-  j 
1 1  thema,  some  called  it  Acne  Rosacea,  one  doctor  said  | 
it  was  Chronic  Erysipelas,  &c.  Dr.  Van  Dyck  com-  jj 
j  menced  treating  him  December,  1883,  and  performed  j 
i  as  many  as  twelve  operations  on  his  nose,  besides  j 
treating  him  Constitutionally  and  locally  and  today  ( 
there  is  not  the  least  signs  ol  the  disease,  and  he  is  | 
j  not  ashamed  to  meet  any  one.
